The incident occurred on a 
sidewalk near a U.S. officers’ 
billet at 7 a.m. An American 
spokesman said one of the sold­ 
iers was hit by fragments and 
tile other hurt his leg when he 
dropped to the ground to avoid 
the blast.

v iv idly told in Genesis' 37-41. 
As 
p r i m e 
minister.

o rdered the storage of surplus 
crops during the 
y ears so 
when the sev en y ears of famine 
struck, the Middle East, Egy pt, 
alo ne, 
had an 
abundance 
of 
fo o d. 
H earing this. Jacob twice sent 
his rem aining sons to E gy pt to 
buy food In doing 
so , the broth­ 
ers became reconciled with Jo ­ 
seph, who inv ited them to come 
to E gy pt to liv e. 
Learning 
Joseph 
was 
still 
aliv e, J aco b 
took his entire fam ­ 
ily— so me 6 6 persons—to Egy pt. 


far into the nights contriv ing 
dresses, play things and other 
surprises. 
Were our Lord v iewing this 
situation and knowledgeable of 
Joseph’s concern for his aged 
parent's 
comfort, 
surely 
He 
would admonish us, “Go thou 
and do likewise’' (Luke 10:37). 
The m aterial from Ex odus a s ­ 
signed to our lesson introduces 
a period some hundreds of y ears 
later, when the descendants of 
Jacob hav e become a multitude, 
and m arks a drastic change in. 
the fortunes of the Israelites. 
“Now there arose up a new 
king ov er Egy pt, which knew 
not Joseph" (Ex odus 1:8), The

or if he did, considered those 
serv ices of earlier times totally 
unim portant to him. 
The children of Israel repre­ 
sented the whole m a-s of for­ 
eigners and slav es transported 
to the Nile v alley during mili­ 
ta ry cam paigns and Egy ptian

ISR A E L IN EG YPT AND HOW W ELCOM E CHANGED 
TO PER SEC U TIO N 


Scripture— Genesis 
7:12; Exodus I.

IN THIS new q u arter we be­ 
gin a study of the history of 
Israel which takes us from the 
last years of Jacob and the 
period of .slavery in E g y p t to 
the beginning of Saul’s reign. 
Jacob, grandson of Abraham, 
w as the father of the 12 men 
who founded the Twelve Tribes 
of Israel (first listed in Genesis 
36:22-26). 
The story of how 
Joseph, one of Jacob s sons, was 
sold into slavery by his broth­ 
ers; and subsequently became 
prim e 
m inister of 
Egypt, 
is 
vividly told in Genesis 37-41. 
As 
p r i m e 
minister. 
Joseph 
ordered the storage of surplus 
crops during the “f a t” years so 
when the seven years of famine 
struck the Middle East. Egypt, 
alone, 
had 
an 
abundance 
of 
food. 
H earing this Jacob twice sent 
his rem aining sons to E gypt to 
buy food. In doing so, the broth­ 
ers became reconciled with Jo ­ 
seph, who invited them to come 
to E gypt to live. 
L earning 
Joseph 
w as 
still 
alive, Jacob took his entire fam ­ 
ily—some 66 persons—to Egypt. 


far into the nights contriving 
dresses, playthings and other 
surprises. 
W ere ou r Lord viewing this 
situation and knowledgeable of 
Joseph s concern for his aged 
p a re n ts 
comfort, 
surely 
He 
would admonish us, "Go thou 
and do likewise'' (Luke 10:37). 
The m aterial from Exodus a s­ 
signed to our lesson introduces 
a period some hundreds of years 
later, w hen the descendants of 
Jacob have become a multitude, 
and m arks a drastic, change in 
the fortunes of the Israelites.

The children of Israel repre­ 
sented the whole mass of for­ 
eigners and slaves transported
